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In response to the Restriction Requirement dated November 16, 2005, applicants elect the 
invention of Group III, drawn to the embodiment of claims 25-36. Applicants also elect an 
"antibody" as the "candidate agent." The election is made with traverse. 

It is applicants' understanding that the election of a single "candidate agent" is merely a 
species election and that the remaining species (i.e., other than the elected "antibody" species) 
will be examined upon the allowance of a generic claim (claim 25). 

Applicants request that Group IV (claims 37-40) also be examined in the present 
application. All of the claims of Group IV depend from and merely provide further limitations to 
claims within elected Group III. As a result of this relationship, the claims of Group III and 
Group IV should be examined in the same application.
